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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a first action on the merits of application serial no. 10/681,094 
filed on October 9, 2003. 

Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in Japan on December 2, 2002. It is noted, however, that applicant has 
not filed a certified copy of the Japanese application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed on October 9, 2003 has been 
acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3, 7, 9-13, 17, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
unpatentable by Nakamori et al ('326). Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority 
papers to overcome this rejection because a translation of said papers has not been 
made of record in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .55. See MPEP § 201 . 1 5. 
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Nakamori et al discloses a flow rate control for a transmission wherein a working 
voltage (V) for an electric oil pump (input energy) is determined for determining the flow 
rate (Q) of an oil supply to a transmission, a controller (13) which controls the pump to 
supply the oil to the transmission at the determined flow rate, wherein the flow rate 
increase as the voltage demand of the pump increases (Figure 5A and 5B), a fluid 
coupling (7) is provided with the transmission, a temperature of the oil is detected (13b) 
and the flow rate is adjusted according to the temperature detected (Figure 5A and 5B), 
the flow rate is determined regardless of the predetermined range of the temperature. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-8 and 11-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being unpatentable 
by Hisano et al ('419). Hisano et al discloses a lubricant control apparatus wherein an 
input torque and input speed of a transmission is calculated into an equation to 
determine an caloric value (input energy) of the transmission (at control shift start), a 
controller (3) controls a lubricating device (5) to supply the amount of lubricant (L) 
according to the equation, the supply amount increases as the energy increase 
(speed/torque increases), a fluid coupling (12) is provide with the transmission and the 
heat generation of the transmission (including coupling) is calculated into the equation 
(J), a temperature of the lubricant is detected (45) and used to determine the amount to 
supply to the transmission.
